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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Turkey, Diarbekir.—The following information is from the report 
by the Acting British Vice-Consul at Diarbekir (Mr. K. C. D. 
Rawlins) on the trade of that district in 1908, which will shortly 
be issued :— 

Insecurity, bad roads and the consequently prohibitive price of 
transport, are the great obstacles that must be removed before any 
great commercial progress can be hoped for in these regions. If 
the state of general security be improved, and the repair of 
the main roads be taken in hand, there will be a large demand 
for every kind of agricultural and farm machinery in the 
districts around Diarbekir, Veranshehr and Noussebiyn. It is 
hardly necessary to add that a capable engineer will at first have 
to be sent with any machinery ordered, as the natives are com- 
pletely ignorant of the working and repairing of such machines. 
The great difficulty is the unwillingness of British firms to give 
credit ; German, Austro-Hungarian and French houses all give from 
three to six months’ credit, and consequently the local merchants, 
who are not so wealthy as those in larger centres, prefer this latter 
method and send their orders to the Continent. 

* * * * 

Turkey, Bitlis—The following information is from the report by 
Mr. Dragoman Safrastian on the trade of Bitlis in 1908, which 
will shortly be issued :— 

Circulars are occasionally received at the Vice-Consulate at 
Bitlis asking for names of firms willing to undertake the sale of 
goods such as sewing machines, electrical machinery, laundry 
appliances, &c., but the country is as yet quite undeveloped and 
business prospects are poor. Bitlis town has rather lost the 
advantage of being a centre of distribution for a large part of the 
vilayet, as the northern districts, Bulanik and Moush, turn mainly 
to Erzeroum for their supply of goods, while Sairt in the south 
imports direct from Mosul and Diarbekir. 





NEW TRADE MARKS, ETC., LAWS IN JAPAN, 


With reference to the notice on p. 16 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of Ist July last, relative to trade marks in Japan, H.M. 
Embassy at Tokio report that the Japanese “ Official Gazette” of 
25th October published an announcement to the effect that the 
new patent, design, trade marks, and utility model laws were 
to come into force on Ist November. The new laws are to be 
applicable to Corea as regards Japanese, Coreans and Americans.

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BUSINESS PROSPECTS IN NEW ZEALAND. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner for New Zealand (Mr. G. H. F. 
Rolleston), writing under date 24th September, states that the 
prospects for an exceptionally favourable produce season are 
excellent. An unusually large area of land has been put into 
wheat this season. The winter has been a very mild one, and 
stock of all kinds are in good condition. The prices of mutton 
and lamb, which have been low for the last two or three months, 
are now rising. Inthe dairying districts there is abundance of 
feed, and the exports of butter and cheese are expected to exceed 
those of any previous year. The prospects in the hemp industry 
are much brighter than they have been. 

With a larger purchasing power on the part of the population, 
adds Mr. Rolleston, the volume of imports, which has been 
declining for the past seven months, should in the coming year 
show a considerable increase. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Dunedin (Mr. W. T. 
Monkman) writes, under date of 10th September, that there 
has been no recent change of any importance in local trade 
conditions, though the commercial outlook as regards most trades 
has ‘appreciably improved. The past winter has been a distinctly 
favourable oné for producers, and there is every prospect of the 
coming season’s exports showing a marked increase as compared 
with those of the previous one. ‘The surplus for export of both 
butter and cheese will almost certainly be a large one, and present 
indications point to a favourable market for them. 

With regard to wool production, the sheep have wintered well ; 
the mortality has been low, and there is every likelihood of a heavy 
lambing and a large clip. 

The trade returns show that there is a tendency to an increase 
of imports, which have for some time past been cut down to the 
lowest possible limits, and as the exports for the present half-year 
will be much lighter than those for the first half, the financial situ- 
ation at the end of the year will probably show but little improve- 
ment on that prevailing now. 

Taking all considerations into account, there is still much need 
for the exercise of caution by the community; even if all 
anticipations for the coming producing season are realised, it must 
be quite an appreciable time before the prosperity of the period 
previous to 1908 is restored.

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GRAPHITE MINING IN COREA. 


The following particulars as to graphite mining in Corea have 
been furnished by the Acting British Consul at Chemulpo (Mr. E. 
Hamilton Holmes) :— 

Graphite deposits occur widely distributed throughout the 
Corean peninsula, the mineral, so far as is known, being most 
plentiful in North and South Kyeng-Sang province, in the east of 
the country, North Chung-Cheng province, in the interior, and 
Pyeng-an province, in the north-west. 

The only graphite mines in active operation are situated in the 
Fusan Customs district, comprising the greater part of the south- 
eastern portion of Corea, though there are, in Pyeng-an province, 
Kang-w6n province and elsewhere, mines in which preliminary or 
experimental work is being carried on. 

A recent official statement gives the total amount of graphite 
produced in Corea in 1907 as 815 tons, and in 1908 as 7,202 tons, 
a ninefold increase in twelve months. There were, up to June, 
1909, 65 mining rights granted for graphite areas under the 
Corean Mining Laws, and over 40 more applications are under 
consideration. In the Fusan Customs district 24 mining licenses 
for graphite have been issued, of which all except one are in the 
names of Japanese, the exception being a German firm established in 
Nagasaki. Of these 24 mines only two are in active operation, 
nine are in the prospecting stage, and thirteen are aa yet entirely 
undeveloped. 

The two mines in operation belong to a Japanese concern 
named the “ Komiya Kokuen Shokwai” (Komiya Graphite Com- 
pany) of Iriyemachi, Fusan. One of these mines is situated in 
Cheng-san district, North Chung Cheng province, not far from 
Whang-gan station on the Seoul-Fusan Railway, and is thus com- 
paratively favourably placed as regards transport facilities. ‘The 
other is situated in the district of Sang-jin, in North Kyeng-sang 
province, not far from the first, and transport from this mine is 
effected by river boat to another station on the Seoul-Fusan line. 

The cost of production at these mines has hitherto exceeded the 
return from sales, but upon the completion of a light railway now 
under construction the loss will be converted into a profit. The 
cost of production will then be 2/. 7s. 23d. per ton, while the 
present price of the mineral is 2/. 10s. 74d. per ton. 

The exports of graphite from Fusan from 1906 to March, 1909, 
were as follows :— 

1906... oss 714 tons (mostly from native working). 
1907 = .«. vit 788 tons. 
1908 ... ... 5,655 tons. 
1909 (Jan.-Mar.) 395 tons. 

The graphite deposits of Corea are at present under investigation 
by an expert from the Government Mining Bureau, who has 
estimated the Cheng-san deposit at 2,000,000 tons, and that 
of Sang-jin at 1,600,000 tons. On the basis of an annual 
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—_ 








output of 50,000 tons, the supply in these two mines alone, 
presuming it to be of sufficient commercial value to warrant 
extensive production, is sufficient to last for 70 years. 

Sample shipments of graphite have been sent from mines in 
various parts of the country for export to Germany, England 
and the United States. It is anticipated that the export of 
Corean graphite to these countries will fill a certain demand, 
and that the industry is capable of considerable development. 
There are also prospects of a demand from manufacturing houses 
in Tokio and Osaka and from the Government arsenals in Japan. 

The first export of graphite from the Gensan Customs district, 
comprising the north-western portion of Corea, was made in 1906, 
and the exports for that and succeeding years were as follows :— 


1906... vas 19 tons, valued for export at 661. 
SE sna ue 386 tons, valued at 7031. 
1908 ... wns 800 tons, valued at 1,358/. 


1909 (Jan.-May) 1,354 tons, valued at 2,303. 


An analysis made by a foreign expert in Japan of samples of 
Corean graphite gives the proportion of carbon as low as 60 per 
cent., with considerable ash. An analysis, however, made of 
samples from the northern mines gave over 80 per cent. of carbon, 
and it would appear that graphite from northern Corea is of 
superior grade to that of the south, whence came the samples from 
which the former analysis was made. The graphite from these 
mines is of the amorphous kind, and is said to be suitable for 
use in iron and copper foundries. 

From a number of enquiries made it would appear that the 
deposits of graphite in the country are practically inexhaustible ; 
they are, however, for the most part of rather low grade, and of 
the amorphous kind, the proportion of carbon varying from 60 
per cent. to 85 per cent. . Many of the samples submitted to 
foreigners interested have contained grit, and, while it is possible 
that some of the better mines may produce a commercially valuable 
article, the grade of the majority is not sufficiently high to render 
extensive working profitable. It hasbeen proved that true crystalline 
graphite exists in Corea, but the extent of the deposits has yet to 
be ascertained. Should they prove to be large, the future of the 
industry is assured.

Various causes have delayed work on the South Annam coast 
line. This line is to run along the coast of Annam from Saigon 
through Phantiet, Phanrang, Bangoi (on Kamranh Bay) to Nhat- 
rang, a distance of 147 miles. From Phanrang a branch is to be 
constructed to the plateau of Lang-bian, which is intended for the 
future hill station and sanatorium for Cochin-China. This branch 
will have a length of 644 miles: work is already proceeding on 
various sections. 

It is doubtful whether the South Annam coast line will be 
extended to join the Tourane-Kwangtri line and the latter con- 
nected up with the Hanoi-Vinh line, thus giving railway communi- 
cation between Saigon and Hanoi, as was originally intended. At 
all events many years must elapse before such a programme can be 
carried out. ‘The proposed lines from the coast of Annam to the 
Mekong River are also in abeyance at present. A line in the 
valley of the Mekong to provide communication along the non- 
navigable portion of that river has been suggested, and also a line 
between Pnompenh and Battambong, but the execution of both 
these is a question for the future. 

The Yunnan railway, which is an extension of the Haiphong- 
Laokay line to Mengtse and Yunnanfu, is now nearing completion 
(see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 29th July last, p. 231). It was 
opened to Mengtse (about 105 miles from Laokay) on Ist May, 
1909, and to Amichou (some 33 miles further on) shortly 
afterwards. The line was in August finished to about 217 miles 
from Laokay, and it is confidently hoped that it will be completed 
to Yunnanfu by February, 1910, or shortly after.

It appears, further, that the freight rates from Tsaribrod, on the 
Servian frontier, to Burgas are such as to favour the exportation 
of Servian grain by way of Burgas instead of Salonica and the 
Danube ports, and this diversion has begun to take place. 

The Consular Agent adds that the Burgas—NovaZagora— 
Chirpan—Philippopolis Railway, now under construction, will, 
when completed, reduce the distance by rail between Burgas 
and Sofia by 50 kiloms. (about 31 miles). The journey between 
Burgas and Sofia by way of the right bank of the Maritsa occupies 
15 hours, while, by the new line on the left bank of the river, only 
nine hours will be taken.

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


NYASALAND PROTECTORATE. 


A Report dealing with the minerals collected during the second 
year of the mineral survey of the Nyasaland 
Protectorate of 1906-08 has-recently been issued 
by the Colonial Office (Miscellaneous Series, 
No. 60). The report includes an account of the coal areas in the 
neighbourhood of Lake Nyasa. ‘The coal from this district is 
usually of a bituminous character, although in some cases it more 
nearly resembles lignite. The coal from Mount Waller is for the 
most part an excellent bituminous coal, of service as fuel for any 
purpose, and also of value for the production of coke and gas. The 
seams, which are often several feet thick, occur close to and above 
Like Nyasa, and the beds probably extend under the lake; this 
coal could be easily worked. The coal which occurs in the Nkana 
district is generally a serviceable fuel, but inferior to that from 
Mount Waller. It is too far removed from the lake to be of 
importance at present. ‘The coal in the vicinity of the Northern 
Rukuru River is usually of fair quality as a fuel. The Lufira coal 
is too shaly to be of much value for fuel, and that from Kasante is 
unsatisfactory chiefly owing to its friable character. 

Several serviceable limestones have been found, some of which 
would furnish good mortar and be useful for agricultural purposes. 
Some of the limestone occurring near Nkana could probably be 
used for the manufacture of hydraulic cement. 

Gold has been discovered in small quantities in certain districts, 
but nowhere in sufficient quantity to repay working. It is some- 
times associated with a small quantity of monazite and with smaller 
quantities of tiustone, both too small in amount to render their 
extraction worth undertaking. The occurrence of gold near 
Fuliwa, a few miles from the lake shore in North Nyasa, deserves 
investigation. 

Mica and iron were noticed during the survey, but both were of 
poor quality. 

Graphite of first rate quality, equal to that from Ceylon, has been 
found in Central Angoniland. ‘This occurrence of graphite suggests 
the desirability of a further systematic search for this material in 
the Protectorate.

Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.) reports that it 
is announced that a radium factory is being started at Lidingé, 
one of the suburbs of Stockholm, by the Kolm Company. It is 
stated that the company have purchased ground at Billingen, 
where quarrying is now being carried on, They hope to have the 
factory, which will employ about 120 men, ready by the spring of 
1910. 

The Kolm Company have calculated to be able to produce 
44 grammes of radium annually, and have already come to an 
understanding with a French factory as to the delivery of Swedish 
radium to the latter. 

H.M. Consul at Stockholm also reports that, according to the 
Pentoon Betdee “Stockholms Dagblad” of 21st October, the 
of new Type Chief of the Beton Construction Office has pro- 
posed, for the new bridge over Tranebergssund, 
a construction of a totally new type. The bridge suggested is a 
pontoon-bridge, but differs from the usual type, in that the pontoons 
are quite submerged, and are anchored to weights resting on the 
bottom of the sea. The bridge, which is constructed with lattice- 
work, consists of long links 35 metres in length, each of which 
rests on two pontoons. The excess of sustaining power of the 
pontoons is so great that tramways passing over the bridge do not 
cause any depression whatever of the pontoons. The whole bridge 
remains thus perfectly still, independent of the water-level.

‘The 
conditions to be embodied in the contracts are of such a nature as 
to ensure that the coal trade shall gradually pass from the hands 
of the present Dutch merchants and dealers into those of the direct 

agents of the Syndicate.

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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


RUSSIA. 
H.M. Consul at Moscow (Mr. H. M. Grove) reports that a Russian 
engineer claims to have made the following 
discoveries as a result of experiments with 
hemp and tow :— 

1. A method of quickly separating the fibre 
from the raw hemp straw. This method, it is 
stated, besides giving a higher percentage of long fibre, has been 
shown by experiment to be independent of the time of year and of 
climatic conditions, and also of the quality or quantity of water 
used. The fibre can be prepared within three or four hours from 
the beginning of the process, and ropes can be made from this fibre 
without any drying being necessary, Ropes thus made are remark- 
able for their softness and elasticity in water or damp places. 

2. A method of refining flax and hemp fibres prepared by either 
the above-mentioned or the ordinary Russian process. By this 
method the fibre is stated to be made more easily convertible into 
long fibre, softer, more elastic, cleaner, of a better colour and 
better for dyeing purposes, and it has the additional advantage 
of enabling the coarsest kinds of Russian hemp to be worked up 
into No. 40 yarn instead of Nos. 4 and 6, the counts usually made 
from the coarse hemp. 

3. A method of refining short and very small flax and hemp fibre 
from flax combings and tow (from fibrous or seed flax), from hemp, 
hemp combings and tow, and from the grades of flax hitherto 
looked upon as worthless for Russian factories. By this method a 
new type of spinning material is produced, similar in nature to 
cottonwool, namely flaxwool, a cotton-like material suited to the 
needs of machines working up fine fibres. 

Some of the results of the experiments were displayed, says 
H.M. Consul, at the first district conference on flax held this year 
at Pskov; the conference sent a request to the Ministry of 
Agriculture that a special mill might be set apart for the continua- 
tion of the experiments, and that a special flax section might be 
established at the Moscow Technical School to work at them. 


The “ Nachrichten fiir Handel und Industrie,” quoting from the semi- 
a official “Commercial and Industrial Gazette ” 
Cli (St. Petersburg) of 30th September, states that 
P. the autumn wool clip in Russia was, on the 
whole, an average one. In the Volga district, which produces 
more wool than any other in Russia, in the south-east and in the 
central Asiatic districts, the result was fair. In comparison with 
last year, the wool of this shearing is on the whole rather less in 
quantity but better in quality. The clipis estimated on the average 
at from 3 to 34 lbs. from each sheep ; the Don and Voronezh sheep 
gave as much as 4 to 5 lbs., and sometimes 6 lbs., and the central 
Asiatic sheep 24 to 3 lbs. Owing to the diminution of grazing 
land in the Don and Volga districts, the number of sheep there has 
considerably decreased, and consequently the quantity of wool pro- 
duced is less.

RUSSIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Moscow (Mr. B. M. Hallward) reports 
that, according to the semi-official ‘“ Industrial 


meme 4 and Commercial Gazette,” the Russian flax crop 
es Flax is on the whole satisfactory. The area under 


flax has, however, decreased considerably, from 
the following causes :—(1) lowness of the selling prices, (2) increase 
in wages, (3) exhaustion of the land under flax, (4) increasing 
attention paid to cattle-breeding and dairy-farming, (5) difficulty 
experienced this year in many places in obtaining good sowing 
seed, (6) the very unfavourable weather in the spring. The 
diminution of the area under flax is stated to be 15 per cent. in 
Livonia, Courland and the government of Tver, 10 per cent. in 
the government of Smolensk, and over 5 per cent. in the 
governments of Vitebsk and Kovna. 


The “ Nachrichten fiir Handel und Industrie” (Berlin), quoting 

from the Russian semi-official “Commercial 

Hop Crop. and Industrial Gazette” of 6th October, states 

that hop-picking took place in Russia during 

the latter part of August and the first part of September, the dry 

and hot weather in July having hastened the ripening of the hops. 

The total quantity of hops obtained this year is estimated at 

225,000 pouds (72,300 cwts.) as compared with 270,000 pouds 

(86,700 cwts.)in 1908, and 350,000 pouds (112,500 ewts.) i in 1907. 
The quality this year is stated to be extremely good. 





SPAIN. 
H.M. Consul at Seville (Mr. A. L. Keyser) states, under date of 
27th October, that reports tend to show that 
the Seville sour orange crop this year will be 
somewhat below the average in quantity, while 
the quality generally will not be so good as usual. Last year, 
although the crop was then below the average, considerable 
quantities remained unsold at the end of the season, notwith- 
standing the interruption of trade at Messina.

The Acting British Consul at Palermo (Mr. W. A. Morrison) 
reports that the production of sulphur olive oil (pyrene or olive 
foots oil) during 1909 in Sicily is estimated at 3,850 metric tons. 


The British Vice-Consul at Marsala (Mr. C. F. Gray) reports that 
the vintage this year in that district has 
resulted in an increase of from one quarter to 
one third over that of last year, owing to the 
increased yield from American vines. It is 
probable that in the course of two or three years the production in 
Marsala will approach the average of what it was before the 
ravages of the phylloxera began. In the early summer there were 
prospects of an abundant vintage, but a few days of exceptional 
heat towards the end of July, and some rain at the beginning of 
the vintage, destroyed considerable quantities of grapes. There 
was, however, very favourable weather for the greater part of the 
vintage, and the quality of the wine in general should be good. 
In other parts of the province of Trapani, at Mazzara, Alcamo and 
Castellamare del Golfo, the production is greater this year than 
last, whilst at Castelvetrano and Campobello about the same 
quantity has been produced as last year.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


H.M. Consul-General at Budapest (Mr. Esme Howard, C.V.O., 
_ C.M.G.) reports that in a comprehensive surve 
ae of the {eeniting industry of Hungary, based 
a ry upon information collected in 1906, which has 
—_— been issued by the Statistical Bureau at Buda- 
pest, statistical data are given respecting 20,726 mills which carry 
on business in Hungary proper, and in Croatia and Slavonia. Of 
these, 2,040 are steam mills, 188 steam and water mills, 16,590 
water mills, 562 motor-mills, 700 windmills, and 651 drymills 
(Trockenmiihlen). The horse-power of the machinery used amounted 
in all to 219,000. 

The statistics for production are given for Hungary only, not 
including Croatia-Slavonia. In 1906 there were milled 30,009,614 
metercentners of wheat; the harvest of that year amounted to 
46,400,000 metercentners, and the export to 6,370,000 meter- 
centners. There were also milled 4,370,000 metercentners of rye, 
3,083,000 metercentners of barley, and 4,653,000 metercentners of 
maize. To give some idea as to the capital value of the mills, it 
may be stated that in 1906 7,508 mills were insured for 6,675,270.

H.M. Consul-General also reports that during September several 
large plots of oak wood in Slavonia were put up 

——_ to "Mabie auction, and auctions still con- 

‘ tinue. There were 14,467 oak trees, valued at 
2,720,550 kr., in the lands of the Commune of Brod; 9,690 oak 
trees, valued at 715,579 kr., in those of the Commune of Petro- 
varadine; and the Royal Bureau of Forestry at Vinkovici sold 
11,615 oak trees, valued at 1,414,527 kr. Further sales of oak 
woods in Slavonia were to take place in Octdber, the value of the 
woods being roughly 7,000,000 kr. 

At the time when intimations of these sales were first published, 
the outlook was not good, the demand for hard woods having de- 
creased considerably in Hungary during the past two years. The 
internal market for these woods is much reduced, and the export 
is also diminishing. In July last several Government lots of hard- 
wood offered for sale were bought in. The latest news, however, 
from Croatia-Slavonia goes to show that there is a recovery in 
prices for first-class oak; 552 joch, with 12,366 trees of first 
quality, valued at 1,621,675 kr., were recently sold for 2,358,947 
kr., an increase of 45 per cent. on the valuation. 

The Consul-General adds that, according to. the Hungarian 
newspapers, besides State and common lots there are also large 
quantities of oak woods for sale by private landowners.

that the exports of Brazilian cocoa during the last five years 
amounted to 126,738,592 kilogs., valued at 121,852,675 milreis 
paper (about 7,616,000/.). In the first six months of the present 
year the export was 15,926,977 kilogs., valued at 774,329/., being 
at an average price of 777 reis (11°65d.) per kilog. In 1908 the 
average price per kilog. was 961 reis (14°41d.), and in 1907 1,303 
reis (19°94d.). 

During the last five years the lowést export, of about 22,000 
metric tons, was in 1905, while the highest export, of over 32,000 
metric tons, took place in 1908. 

The cocoa of the State of Parad obtains the highest price, followed 
by that of Bahia and Pernambuco.

This return, which is prepared annually in the Commercial, 
Labour and Statistical Department of the Board of Trade, contains 
much statistical information in regard to British Colonies, Posses- 
sions and Protectorates, supplementary to the figures published in 
the “‘ Statistical Abstract for the British Empire ” and the “ Statis- 
tical Abstract for the Colonies.” The present issue, which relates 
to the year 1907, contains statistics of the population, foreign trade, 
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shipping, finances, agriculture and other industries of the various 
Colonies, &c. Among statements appearing for the first time may 
be mentioned those relating to the imports into Australia of prin- 
cipal articles, distinguishing “countries of origin” as well as 
“countries of shipment” in 1907; the value of principal articles 
entered for consumption into British South Africa that were 
accorded preference, together with the amount of rebate of duty 
granted under the South African Customs Union Tariff in 1907 ; 
the shipping of each Port of Southern Nigeria in 1907; the 
population of principal cities and towns of Canada in 1881, 1891, 
1901 and 1906.

This return, which is published annually by the Marine Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade, shows that in the twelve months from 
ist July, 1907, to 30th June, 1908, the number of British vessels 
(sailing and steam) totally lost at sea was 306, their tonnage being 
117,832. In the same period 520 lives were lost at sea by wrecks 
of and casualties to vessels belonging to the United Kingdom, 500 
being crew, and 20 passengers and others.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘“‘ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. KE. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries, as far as 
possible, on specific subjects, in the interest of British trade.
